The Southern California Real Es- 
tate Boom.

recent advance in real estate in the

Hodgkinson, the millmen with 
brnzened impudence continue to 
pour poison into the waters which 
nature provides to sustain life. If 
we are to believe our professional 
experts the millmen of Truckee 
supplied the material which “was 
the principal cause of the epidemic 
of fever which afflicted us last 
year,” the “agency in producing 
the fevers that have visited this 
place;’’ now supply the material 
which is ‘‘injurious to the health of 
the parties drinking the water,” 
daily dumping refuse into the 
sparkling waters of this mountain 
stream that render it ‘‘totally unfit 
for use.’’ Disease, if not death, the 
professional experts say, has re- 
sulted from the criminal action of 
the millmen of Truckee and will 
continue so long as sawdust enters 
into the composition of our drink- 
ing water. The Legislature of Cal- 
ifornia bas been appealed to for re- 
lief, but allin vain; the Nevada 
Legislature has been implored, but 
without avail. What shail be done? 
Ifargumeuts and petitions fail as 
in the past, is there no legal rem- 
edy?

security. No one could read the 
published opinions of Doctors Daw- 
son, Bergman, Bergstein and Drug- 
gist Hodgkinson on this question 
without a shudder for the future 
health of thiscommunity. Every 
medical man interviewed, without 
hesitation expressed his opinion. 
Similar views to those held by 
thes« medical meu are held by 
every intelligent citizen of Reno, 
More to be deplored is tuis state of 
affairs, when it is known that the 
lumber men of Truckee, through 
their mouthpiece, the Truckee Re- 
publican, taunt our people with 
such as, ‘‘ The cry that the sawdust 
in the water is killing the people 
will be heard no more. We are 
also glad that the water can be puri- 
tied so cheaply, viz: sixty cents per 


day. This is but a trifle compared 
to the cost of burning the sawdust 
by the Truckee millmen. Reno 
and Truckee will uow fight no 
more, but join together in working 
up the boom along the banks of the 
beautiful river.”’ This means that 
the milimen of Truckee may with 
impunity dump _  death-dealing 
poison into the Truckee waters, pro- 
vided by nature for all who live 
along its banks. It means more; it 
means that these money-getting 
millmeu will laugh in tue face of 
the injured and mock at their weak- 
ness, Believing that there co jd 
exist no such stupendous evil with- 
out a remedy, this reporter has in- 
terviewed some of the promineut 
lawyers of the town with the view

OPINION BY R. H. LINDSAY. 


Reporter—Mr. Lindsay, of course 
you have read what tne medical 
men in town jiave to say of the un- 
healthful effects of sawdust in our 
drinking water. since the Truckee 
millmen disregard both the heaith 
and life of this community what, if 


any, legal steps can be taken to. 


stop this nuisance? 

Lindsay—lI believe the evil is as 
bad as represented by tbo physi- 
clans. ihe water we ‘irink is 
damnable. Certainly it can be 
stopped. Polluting the water is 
done in California; the injury result- 


ing therefrom is to the people of Ne-|

jurisdiction? I think the United States 
Circuit Courtia California would have 
jurisdiction of both the persons of the 
defendants and of the subject matter. 
An objection to this is suggested that 
the injury or damage does not take 
place un‘il the water reaches the State 
of Nevada, but I thiuk the nuisance 
is committed when the sawdusi is 
placed in the river in CalHornia. 
this asit may, there isagreat injury 
perpetrated on our people and there 
must be a way to remedy it. If our 
Commissioners will only move in the 
matter, a littie work and study on the 
part of the law officers of the State, will 
I think, devise means to remove the 
evil. The California code has a pro- 
vivion making it a misdemeanor for 
any persoo to pollute the waters of 
any stream by dumping any delete- 
rious matter whatever into any such 
streams; then provides that sawdust 
shall not be deemed a deleterious mat- 
ter. This seems to me much like pro- 
viding a punishment fora man whip- 
ping is wife, provided that beating 

er withaclub shall not be deemed 
whipping. The responsibility of this 
matter, as it now staods, is with the 
County Commissioners of Washoe. 
Six vears ago the Legislature author- 
ized the expenditure of $3,000, by this 
county to prosecute sucha suit. The 
last Legislature passed an Aci aathor- 
izing any county of Nevada to expend 
any amount of money which the 
might deem necessary to stop the nai- 
sance. 

Rep.—Then, Mr. Lindsay, you think 
that there need be no fear about the 
result of such a suit? 

Lindsay—Notat all. The evidence 
is overwhelm.ng. The millmen ad- 
mit that they dump the sawdust into 
the water; the evidence of the doctors 
as published by the GAzeTrse, would 
establish the effects of this sawdust in 
the waterin auy court in the world. 
If the wishes of this community are to 
be consulted at «li, steps will be taken 
by our County Commissioners at once 
to abate this terrible nuisance. 

OPINION OF HON. DAVID ALLEN. 

The reporter called on Hon. David 
Alles who responded cheerfally to the 
questions asked.

Any party who 
is actually mjared may bring suit, | 
butthe urden should not be placed | 
on any oneindividual, The Trackee' 
practically is the property of Washoe.

Reporter—Is it incambest on the 
county to act? 

The law leo ves it to the discretion of 
the officials, hence it may not be con- 
sidered incumbent; but if the authori- 
ties appreciate the value of health and 
lite, they will consider the law incum- 
bent and act without delay. 


OPINION BY JUDGE W.M. BOARDMAN, 


Judge Boardman was next seen in 
his office in the Court House, where 
the following conversation occurred: 

Reporver—What do you think of 
the present agitation of the question of 
sawdust in the river? 

Boardiman—I am giad that the Ga- 
ZETTE is presenting this matter fully 
to the people, as I deem not only the 
people of Washoe county but the peo- 
ple of the whole State are interested. 
itis an undisputed fact that the saw- 
dust dumped into the river renders the 
water unwbolesome and unfit for do- 
mestic purposes. It must also be con- 
ceded au uudisputed fact that without 
this foreign matter the Truckee water 
ie as pure as any water on the face of 
the earto. The people of Washoe 
county and the State, asa matcer of 
right and law are entitled to the use of 
this water in,its purity as it flows from 
its source at Tahoe to Pyramid. There 
can be no difference of opinion among 
lawyer. that the right of action to pre- 
serve the purity of this water could be 
instituted and successfully main- 
tained as that law abates a nui- 
sance. inasmuch as the source and 
and asmall portion of the river is in 
Oalifornia, the other portion being in 
this State, the query arises in what 
Court the suit should be instituted, In 
my judgment there is no doubt but 
that the proper Court to try this case 
is the U.S. Circuit Court. 

Reporter—Now, Judge, in whose 
name and at whose expense should 
this suit be brought? 

Boardman—I think the action 
could and should be brougbtin the 
name of the U.S. Attorney General. 
No doubt such action could be brought 
by any riparian owver injured. So 
far as the expense of litigation is con- 
cerned, it shouldbe borne in part by 
the State inasmuch as it increases the 
taxable property of the State. How- 
ever, the State declining to do this and 
Washoe county being directly inter- 
ested it becomes proper for the county 
to bear the expense. ‘It seems in order 
to preserve heaith thatit has become 
necessary that action be taken imme- 
diately. 


JUDGE &. D. KING’S OPINION, 


Judge King, in response to questions 
similar to those propound te the 
foregoing, said: “The pollution and 
foulment of any stream is a nuisavce 
and remediable in the ceurts at the ia- 


private injury therefrom. That the 
dumping of the sawdust into the 
Truckee by the saw-mills is such pol- 
lution and nuisance is too clear for ar- 
gument. The only difficulty, if this is 
a difficulty, is to find our renedy. 
The trespassers, the millmen, both re- 
side and commit the wrong in Califor- 
nia. It is apparent tbat our local 
courts, State and Federal, cannot give 
relief. as we can never hope to catch 
an y of these offending gentlemen here, 
and the writs of our courts do not run 
beyond oar S.ate lines. 

We cannot hope for relief under the 
California State Courts, as they oper- 
ate under an express statute, which 
declares that the acts of which we 
complain are not unlawful, 

Reporter—Wil/ the Circuit Court of 
the United States for the District of 
California afford us relie!? 

Mr. King—This is a question not 
without difficulty. There is no lack 
of respectable authority that aa action 
for such an injury isa local action to 
be prosecuted where the injury is suf- 
fered, and if this rule applies, it is dif- 
ficult to see that any relief can be had 
in the California Federal Court. There 
is, however,a revered axiom of the 
law. thatthereis no wrong withouta 
remedy, and search and industry 
would probably open the way. Asa 
citizen of the town and interested in 
its prosperity, I am anxious to see the 
suggestions of the GazEeTTse carried 
out, andthe case tested by the proper 
tribunal. There is a limit to all for- 
bearance, and since the difficulty must 
be remedied sooner or later, the sooner 
the better for the people of Reno and 


vicinity.

BY DISTRICT ATTORNEY 


PIERCE EVANS. 


In reply fo the reporter’s question as 
to his opinion on the sawdust noui- 
sance, District Attorney Evans said: 

In regard to the dumping of saw- 
dust inthe Truckee River, there is no 
question in my mind but that action 
can be maintained, and should be 
commenced withoutdelay.

OPINION BY U. 8S. DISTRICT ATTORNEY 
THOMAS E. HAYDON. 


District Attorney Haydon gave as 
his opinion that any person polluting 
or defilimg the waters of a stream 
above is subject to a suit by any owner 
of the banks of such stream below, 
who is materially injured by such pol- 
lation or defilement of such waters, to

merous that he thinks the county of 
Washoe or the town of Reno sould 
maintain the suitin behalf of all the 
numerous parties injured. That such 
suitis of such magnitude that no 
private citizea could reasonably be | 
expected to undertake it. That every. 
inch of the Truckee river being in, 
Washoe county, that is outside of Cai- 

foroia, unless it can procure the aid | 
of the State of Nevada to protect 
its own sovereignty, Washoe 
county can only look to it- 
self for the means to  prose- 
cute such suit, or it might 
agree to pay the expense of a suit io- 
stiiluted by some one or more private 
citizens of this county to test the ques- 
tion. Such suit cannot be prosecuted 
in the courts of this State, because the 
injury to be remedied and the parties 
doing it, are not within the jurisdiction 
of our State courts, and their decisious 
cannot be euforced outside the Territo- 
rial limits of this State. The County 
Commissioners of this county could 
authorize such suit to be brought or 
agree to pay its expenses if prosecuted 
by private individuals, hat by in- 
stituting such suit in the United States 
Circuit Court at San Francisco, it 
could be appealed to the United States 
Sapreme Court by either party, and 
the question tlfus be set at rest. That 
he in common with his fellow citizens 
would like to see such suit instituted 
and such nuisance finally enjoined 
and abated, as it bas been a long con- 
tinued and sore grievance to the peo- 
ple of this county, which they and 
their State Legislature have for years 
sought in vain to remove by diplo- 
macy and appeals to the couuty of 
their sister State, until patience ceases 
to be any longer a virtue. 

There are in town several other just 
as prominent attorneys as those inter- 
viewed, and whose opinion would be 
valued as much by the public, but for 
various reasous they were not seen by 
the reporter. Thereis no doubt but 
that in the main all ofthe lawyers 
agree asto what should be duve in 
this case and how it should be done, 
The GAZETEE, it must be conceded, 
has establishe! its case bevond a 
shadow of doubt. If there be any evi- 
dence in rebattal these columns are 
open for its publication. If the state- 
ments made be not refuted the onus 
of the responsibility of non-action
